OHANNEL, : 
The subjoined letter is from the Straits ° 
Times of Sept. 18, Tt contains statements 
that should cartainly form -the ‘subject’ of 
special official onquity in the: proper quar- 
‘ters, The writer says 0 
Sir,—There has been lately a report cur. 
Tent here to the effect; that a’ somewhat: , 
strange accident happened toa boat belong. 
ing to H. M’s, ‘steamer Adienture, in the 
Prince’s Channel, a narrow-entrance to the 
Straits of Sunda, It appears that the, ” 
North German barque Rebecca, from Qardiff: - 
bound to this port, on passing through the 
Channel above-mentioned; with: the. wind 
blowing from the E. 8, E., cluse-hauled on 
the starboard: tack, and barely weathering - 
the “ Carpenter Reefs” off Prince's Island; 
noticed a boat under sail on the port’ tack 
on his weathor-bow, which passed aliead at 
some distance. ‘I'he Captain being naturale 
ly very anxious about his ship, and it being 
& coinmion occurrence to see boata passing , 
| iicross the Straits, paid uo further attention 
to her until some of his crew who were bu- 
sily employed in various ways on board the 
ship, called out.to him that @ -boat was 
coming.under the vesgel’s. lee ‘bow,—at the 
same time he heard somo one in’ the boat 
hailing tho ship, In order then to prevent 
a collision, the Captain ported his helm and 
hove-to, whon he observed several men. in 
the water, and at‘the same time, it is_said, 
that the ddventure’s boat struck the Rebec- 
ca’s martingale, broaking one of ‘her (the 
boat’s) masts, and fouling the vessel’s port, 
anchor. The Master immediately mustored 
such of his crew..as wore at hand, hauled 
hia mainsail up, and backed his main-yard, 
Ho then proceeded with all possible apedd © 
to get the boat. clear, which ‘he ‘suedseded 
in’ doing yory ‘quickly.’ The officer in 
charge of the Adventure’s boat, together 
with somo of the boat's crew managed to 
scramble on board the Rebecca, and atood 
on the forecastle arrayed in life belts, but, 
it is alleged, nover attempted to clear their 
bont or in any way to assist the Master, of 
the ship in lis efforts to save ife-or 1T0= 
perty, or both. Thé' boat being... clear, 
but some of the crew still ‘swimming in 
the water, some distance astern, the 
Captain of the Rebecca suggested to the 
‘Officer, the advisability of going with hig 
bout and picking up his men who were still 
in the water. ‘This the Officer declined do- 
ing at first, stating that his hoat was not sea~ 
worthy. The Captain then told him that 
the boat was making no water, and that he - 
had no boat ready to send to rescue the 
Tien, but that the Adventure’s boat could 
with less difficulty be got ready than any ~ 
of the ship's boats, and that if the Officer 
did not go at once, the men would probably 
be drowned. He at length got into the boat 
with those ‘of the crew -on board the ship, 
and pulled towards the men who warestra; 
ling in the water, while the Rebecca remain- 
ed hove to drifting towards the reef, until 
the Captain, saw the men picked up.
